West Bank villagers protest 
fencing-in of Arab land 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 17, (R). — Residents of the village of 
Abu Dis, on the Israeli-occupied West Bank have pro¬ 
tested to foreign consulates and the International Red 
Gross against the fencing-in of 500 acres (200 hectares) 
of Arab land by Israeli authorities. 

The villagers told Reuters yesterday they planned to build a 
model housing complex on the hilltop site, which is too barren 
to be cultivated. 

Israeli sources claimed the site was enclosed "in preparation 
for the construction of apartments for Arabs from Abu Dis and 
nearby Jerusalem.'’ 

But the villagers said they had never heard of the govern¬ 
ment's plans and want to build their own houses. 

The site was a Jordanian Arab Legion camp until captured 
by Israel in the 1967 war. 

Meanwhile, shops in the West Bank remained closed as the 
strike against the Israeli value-added tax was well into its third 
week. 

Police detained 10 religious seminary students today when they 
held a prayer meeting in a one-time Jewish hospital in the town 
of Hebron. 

They were released after being charged with trespass, like 23 
students who tried to pray in the same abandoned bcdlding yes¬ 
terday. 

Rabbi Moshe Frances 60, of Jerusalem, claims ownership of the 
two-storey building In the name of the Jewish community which 
lived in Hebron before the 1948 war. 

Rabbi Franco has said he has given the building to the Jewish 
residents of the Khyat Arba suburb of Hebron, to be used as a 
synagogue or religious seminary. 

The military governor has warned Jewish settlers he will con¬ 
tinue to order police to remove trespassers.

LONDON, Aug. 17, (R). — A se¬ 
ries of mighty spasms from below 
the crust of the earth today left 
hundreds of people dead and put 
thousands under sentence of cata¬ 
strophe yet to come. 

A devastating earthquake ' and 
tidal wave killed almost 1,800 peo¬ 
ple in the southern Philippines. 

It was the worst earth tremor 
recorded in modem times in the 
Philippines, which lies in an acti¬ 
ve earthquake belt. It eclipsed 
comparable shocks in 1862, when 
300 people died, and 1968, when 
321 lost their lives. 

A major earthquake hit China 
for the second time in three we¬ 
eks. Chinese authorities said str¬ 
ong shocks were felt in Chentu, 
a city of three million people, but 
did not give any details of casual¬ 
ties or damage. 

Across the world, in the French 
Caribbean island of Guadeloupe, 
70,000 people evacuated from their 
homes awaited the predicted nu¬ 
clear-force eruption of a rumbling 
volcano. 

The Philippines earthquake hit 
the sleeping scattered islands on 
the shores of the Celebes Sea in 
the small hours of Tuesday 0’ust 
after 1600 GMT Monday). 

It was the resulting 15 foot (five 
metre) high tidal wave sweeping 
over the islands of Mindanao, Su- 
lu, Basil an and Tawi which appa¬ 
rently claimed most lives. 

President Ferdinand Marcos to¬ 
night declared a state of emergen¬ 
cy as the known death toll rose 
to 1,800 and reports of more ca¬ 
sualties came in by the hour. 

Dozens of buildings were dem¬ 
olished by the quake and 11 les¬ 
ser aftershocks. Thousands of pe¬ 
ople were homeless. 

China tonight reported that its 
latest quake rocked a mountain- 
ous region near the borders of 
Szechwan and Kansu provinces. 

The newly-stricken area is ab¬ 
out 1,000 miles (1,600 km) south¬ 
west of the centre of the quake 
that shattered Tang&han city and 
killed thousands three weeks ago. 
It was more than 2,000 miles 


(3,600 km) northwest of the Phi¬ 
lippines. 

Seismological experts told Reu¬ 
ters that although the quakes and 
volcanic activity stemmed from 
the same heating "machinery” 
below the earth’s surface, they 
were not directly linked.

Egypt arrests 4 
alleged Libyan 
saboteurs 


CAIRO, Aug. 17, [R] — Secu¬ 
rity police have arrested four 
alleged Libyan agents suspect¬ 
ed of planting explosives in a 
train and at a bus station last 
June , according to the official 
Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency [MENA] today. 

The agency said they were 
accused of planting two bombs 
in an Alexandria-toCairo train. 
The charges were discovered & 
defused. A charge they were 
alleged to have planted at a bus 
station on the Nile delta explo¬ 
ded. 

The agency said the four men 
confessed they had been recru¬ 
ited by Libyan intelligence and 
trained at a camp in Tobruk, 
near the Egyptian border. 


Quoting security officials, 
MENA said the four infiltrated 
over the border on June 29, pla¬ 
nted the explosives and retur¬ 
ned to Libya Later, they came 
back to Egypt the same way, 
the agency said. 

On Saturday, eight people 
were killed and more than 50 
injured when an explosive cha¬ 
rge ripped through a third doss 
carriage of a passenger train in 
Alexandria. 

Earlier, 14 people were hurt 
when an explosion damaged the 
fifth floor of a government of¬ 
fice block in Cairo.

Spain on holiday would still be 
paid full unemployment benefit 
while on holiday. 

Social Services Secretary David 
Ennals said it bad never been go¬ 
vernment policy to allow people 
to draw unemployment money 
while on holiday abroad. A loop¬ 
hole in the system recently reve¬ 
aled was now being amended, he 
said. 

Angry comments aroused by 
disclosure of the loophole illustr¬ 
ate the depth of feeling on the 
matter. Conservative Member of 
Parliament Michael Brotherton sa¬ 
id he was “appalled that layabo¬ 
uts can have a holiday in Spain on 
the taxpayer. All my respectable 
constituents demand that the time 
has come that only those willing 
to do a decent day’s work for a 
decent day’s pay are paid ... and 
that those who are not willing to 
work when jobs are available but 
who are willing to draw social 
security, be left to starve." 

Mr. Iain Sproat, another con¬ 
servative member, is le ading a ca¬ 
mpaign for a clampdown on soci¬ 
al security swindlers. He amassed 
a substantial dossier which pro¬ 
ves without doubt that the prob¬ 
lem is now a national scandal. 

He declares that at least 20 per 
cent of social security payouts 
are fraudulent and that the num¬ 
ber is increasing. He claims know¬ 
ledge of several cases of people 
allegedly drawing full unemploy¬ 
ment benefit while working or 
claiming other benefits by lying 
about their marital status, accom¬ 
modation, or number of children, 
or else by simply refusing jobs 
offered because they preferred to 
receive unemployment pay. 

It was alleged last year that a 
group of Irish Republican Army 
guerrillas may have netted £ 10 
milKon of British taxpayers’ mo¬ 
ney in an elaborate social secu¬ 
rity swindle. 

The problem is not new. It da¬ 
tes from the Poor Law Amend¬ 
ment Act of 1834 which aroused 
fierce debates in the parliament 
of its day, but which made .Brita¬ 
in one of the world’s most social¬ 


ly-advanced countries. 

It was argued that by provid¬ 
ing for those who genuinely could 
not support themselves, others 
would be encouraged to claim who 
were merely too lazy to do so. On 
balance, however, it was decid¬ 
ed that it was better to ensure 
that nobody actually starved than 
that a few labourers got more 
than were entitled to. 

Ever since, there have been ar¬ 
guments about how much the gov¬ 
ernment should give away to cu¬ 
shion the poor without actually 
encouraging people not to work. 
Britain in the seventies has been 
accused by some foreign obser¬ 
vers of malting its welfare state 
so attractive that the country’s 
economy suffered- 

Social security payments total¬ 
ling almost £ 10,000 million will 
account for almost 18 per cent of 
the country's public spending in 
1976. 

In fact, the genuine unemployed 
do not have a particularly easy 
time. Eamings-related benefits of 
about 30 per cent of their last 
salary stop after six months and 
the flat-rate of 11 pounds 10 
pence stops after one year. 

In Holland, by comparison, the 
unemployed get eamings-related 
benefits at a rate of 80 per cent 
for the first six months and then 
for a period of two years 75 per 
cent of their last earned income. 
In addition, they are given an an¬ 
nual holiday allowance of seven 
per cent of the 80 per cent unemp¬ 
loyment pay. 

West Germany’s unemployed 
receive 68 per cent of their last 
salary for the first year, and af¬ 
ter that, 58 per cent if considered 
in genuine need. 

Anxious to allay the public dis¬ 
quiet aroused by the Deevy case, 
the government ordered a full in¬ 
vestigation into social security 
abuses. 

But the Trades Union Congress 
(T.U.C.) issued a statement urg¬ 
ing the government “to avoid any 
action that will make the situa¬ 
tion of the sick and unemployed 
even more onerous." 

According to the T.U.C., “It is 


a matter of greater importance 
that all those who are entitled to 
claim benefit should do so and 
are not detened by adverse pub¬ 
licity or prevented by administra¬ 
tive complications from receiving 
their full entitlement. 

“Completely unsubstantiated cl¬ 
aims of widespread fraud, espe¬ 
cially at the present time in rela¬ 
tion to the unemployed, are to be 
strongly condemned,” it conclu¬ 
ded. 

Of course, many of the frauds 
discovered are petty ones, but 
the chief problem for investigat¬ 
ors dealing with large scale frau¬ 
ds is presented by those who are 
working and drawing unemploy¬ 
ment benefit at the same time, of¬ 
ten by using fairly sophisticated 
schemes. 

The most widespread abuse in¬ 
volves small companies operating 
in areas like docks where work 
is irregular. The employer allows 
the man time-off to sign on the 
unemployment register each week 
because this means he gets che¬ 
ap labour by not having, to pay 
national insurance contributions 
for the worker, while the emplo¬ 
yee gets two sets of wages tax- 
free. 

Many suspected fraud cases are 
dropped because of lack of hard 
evidence or witnesses. 

Other ruses include wrangling 
with the often young and inexpe¬ 
rienced clerks in the payment 
offices. One claimant said he al¬ 
ways took his children, slapping 
them before going in. “They us¬ 
ually pay up if you’ve got crying 
kids on your hands.” he explain¬ 
ed. 

One investigator appealed to 
the public for help. “If we chase 
the swindlers hard we’re branded 
as snoopers. If we leave them al¬ 
one we’re encouraging scrounge¬ 
rs,” he said. 

“For the future.” he added, “the 
worry is that parents are passing 
on their expertise in fiddling to 
their children, who look upon the 
money as their right.”

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French prehistoric 
animal cemetery 
discovered 

PERIGUEUX, France, Aug. 27, 
[AFP], — Two French pothole- 
rs have found a huge prehisto¬ 
ric animal cemetery near here, 
it was announced last Friday. 

Their discovery of a layer of 
animal bones in a cemetery 800 
metres long by 40 metres wide 
and 25 metres high, was made 
>n Wednesday. Experts consider 
the discovery as one of the mo¬ 
st important prehistoric finds 
of recent years. 

The bones were in a bed of 
calcite which has kept them 
well preserved. 

The two potholers also disc¬ 
overed an underground stream 
which they were able to follow 
for about 400 metres and rep¬ 
orted a strong current of air 
which suggests the existence of 
another huge room. 

Meanwhile three other poth¬ 
olers have found at nearby E y- 
zies several utensils and a re¬ 
markably well preserved wall’ 
painting of a mammoth. 




Shiny ornaments that may 
be used for jewellery pend¬ 
ants, or package decorations 
are offered by an American 
manufacturer for a price 
less than silver and pewter, 
which they resemble.

U.N. expert: desert

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 17, (R) — 
Desert sands are invading more 
and more African countries and' 
threatening the loss of land badly 
nefeded for producing crops, a Un¬ 
ited Nations executive reported 
Saturday. 

Dr. M.K. Tolbert, executive dire¬ 
ctor of the U.N. Environment Pr¬

(CSM'j. — The fanner bends to 
his task. Into the ground goes a 
slender green seedling. Once more 
there will be food for Asia to eat. 

The slender seedling is rice, 
and rice means life for Asia's po¬ 
pulation, which makes up more 
than half of humanity. 

Rice, is the staple of-.their diet; 
more than 50 per cent of their fo¬ 
od energy comes from it. The In¬ 
ternationa] Rice Research Insti¬ 
tute estimates that 32.8 million ac¬ 
res of land in Asia are devoted to 
the growing of rice. 

And vet perhaps no other food 


crop in the world rests on so fr¬ 
agile a base. Insects, weeds, and 
extremes of weather can whittle 
down its yields. 

And even if these do not con¬ 
found the farmer's efforts, a man¬ 
made problem—war—often does. 
For war chases farmers off their 
lands, and the crops then go un¬ 
planted or untended. 

Asia has been beset by land 
wars for all but one of the last 
36 years. It is no mere coinciden¬ 
ce that the new regimes in Cam¬ 
bodia and Vietnam, as one of the¬ 
ir first, acts have directed the pe- 
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RESTAURANTS 


asants who have crowded into the 
cities to go ‘back to the land and 
get to work once again. 

Planting, cultivating, and reap¬ 
ing Asia's rice crop are hard and 
humble work. Most Asian farms 
are too small for the use of mod¬ 
ern machinery, so the crops are 
generally grown by hand labour. 

Animals such as the water bu¬ 
ffalo are used to help prepare the 
land for cultivation. 

The seed is sown thickly over 
a small area, so that the danger 
of weeds is reduced to a minim¬ 
um. But when the seedlings are 
25 to 50 days old, they are trans¬ 
planted individually to a much 
larger area, or paddy, which has 




been flooded to a depth of about 
four inches. 

Assuming that water conditions 
and sunshine have been adequa¬ 
te—and the paddies carefully we¬ 
eded—the rice grows to maturity. 
Harvest is usually by means of a 
sickle. The rice is then threshed 
by hand. 

The threshed rice is dried in the 
sun. in some cases -on an unused 
road. 

It is not unusual for more than 
400 man-hours of labour to go in¬ 
to producing a rice crop from a 
single acre of Asian soil. 

Most of Asia’s rice is consumed 
within only a few miles of where 
it was grown.

PEKING, Aug. 17, (R). — A major 
earthquake which hit western Chi¬ 
na last night registered strong sh¬ 
ocks in a provincial capital with 
a population of more than three 
million, the New China News Ag¬ 
ency-said today. 

In its first official account.of 
the earthquake — 24 hours after 
it was reported by foreign seis¬ 
mologists — the agency said the 
epicentre was in the Sungpan-Pin- 
wu area, near the borders of Sze¬ 
chwan and Kanzu provinces. 

It said the quake registered 7.2 
on the Richter scale and “strong 
shocks were felt in Chengtu (the 
provincial capital).”

KHARTOUM, Aug. 17, (R). — Su¬ 
dan is conducting “intensified con¬ 
tacts” with the Eritrean Libera¬ 
tion Front (ELF) in its efforts to 
mediate between them and the 
Ethiopian government, the Sudan 
News Agency said today. 

The Sudan, which borders Ethio¬ 
pia, has been acting behind the 
scenes to try to end the fighting 
between Ethiopian government 
troops and the Eritrean Liberation 
Front - People’s Liberation For¬ 
ces (ELF-PLF)- 

In February President Jaafar El 
Nimeiry of Sudan proposed a pea¬ 
ce conference to be preceded fay a 
ceasefire and amnesty by the go¬ 
vernment for all who had taken 
part in the fighting. 

Ethiopia accepted this in prin¬ 
cipal and in May, head of state 
Tereri Bante offered wide-ranging 
pardons and clemency to what he 
described as “Eritrean progressi¬ 


ves.” The Eritreans rejected this, 
saying it would only be satisfied 
with full independence. 

Since then little has been repor¬ 
ted of contacts between the Su¬ 
dan and the ELF. 

Today’s brief report by the of¬ 
ficial news agency did not elabo¬ 
rate on the result of the contacts, 
but said they were held “in the 
framework of Sudan’s efforts for 
reaching a peaceful solution of the 
Eritrean problem through negotia¬ 
tions.”

The Sudan is understood to be 
proposing a settlement of the civil 
war on the same formula used to 
settle the 15-year war between 
north and south Sudan, which wo¬ 
uld give Eritrea some form of 
autonomy within a United Ethio¬ 
pia.
